Labor Day. 

‘Tt cannot be said that Labor Day 
finds employ ment conditions 
everywhere in Canada satisfac- 
tory, or evert as near that as they 
have been on several immediately 
preceding anniversaries, Since 
1914, up to last fall, the demand 
for men has been almost every- 
where and always greater than 
the supply. Only those were with- 
out work who did not want to 
work or who were unable to work: 
There was work demanding to be 
done in all lines and in all dis- 
tricts, more than the amount be- 
ing done or that could be done 
with the workers at hand. Wages 
were as unusmally high as the de- 
mand for labor was unusually 
brisk, ands the coincidence made 
4 situation in which the wage earn- 
er found himself favored beyond 


ordinary: If the cost of living 
had gone up.to match the ad- 
vance in wages, at least there) 


was steady work practically the 
vear round and he lost little or 
no time hunting for new jobs. 

Things are undoubtedly differ- 
ent at the present, aud have been 
throughout the year. The demand 
for labor has slackened down; 
wages have generally subsided a 
few points, in cases a good many. 
There are many men out of 
employment, particularly in the 
industrial centres. The unskilled 
laborer and irregularly employed 
man is not the only one affected. 
Industries have shut down which 


had been running full blast during | 


and sinee the war, and thrown out 
workmen who had been drawing 
pay steadily for years. A good 
many other plants have only been 
kept running by cutting both the 
rate of pay and the size of the 
staff. Generally the tendency has 
been to reduce in the one direction 
or the other @s a measure of neces- 
sary economy: In consequence 
the larger cities are industrially 
not well situated, and it cannot be 
claimed that things promise to im- 
mediately improve in any notable 
and general way. 

The industrial ailment is largely 
a matter of readjustment. The 
conditions brought about by the 
war have passed. With them has 
gone an abnormally increased de- 
mand for certain kinds of manu- 
factured goods, and the era of 
wholesale extravaganee and artify 
cial prosperity that was created 
by the spending of war money and 
war profits. The slump has cut 
down ,the demand for labor in 
many direetions to the level that 
existed before the war, or to ap- 
proximately that. It has enforced 
the cutting of production costs to 
or near the pre-war figure. = It 
ean hardly be strange that thous- 
ands of men who were drawn to 
the cities by the phenomena) in- 
dustrial and commercial activity 
of the war-time should now find 


their services no longer required | 


there. Nor that the wages paid 
for turning out and selling goods 
at war and post war prites should 
go down when such prices are no 
longer unobtainable The labor 
markei, to put it in genera] terms, 
is being deflated, as it had to be 
Tou many men had been drawn 
into certain lines of employment, 
and wages had been paid which 
were payable only while the frenzy 
of buying was at its height. 

But it is not only the man who 
was drawn to the city by ‘‘ war 
work’’ and wages who is out of a 
Job. When the free buying stop 
ped about a year ago it extended 
'O necessities as well as luxuries, 
and it cut the demand for most in- 
dustrial products down below the

| The consumer decided to wait. He 
kept on waiting, and has develop- 
ed the habit. The tendency to 
|keep one’s money in his pocket 
became as pronounced as the will- 
ingness to spend it had been, The 
jreaction has not yet ended, People 
jare not buying the common neces- 
jsities of life as largely as they do 
in ordinary times. Hence, many 
establishments turning out farm 
implements and household require- 
ments and articles of personal use 
|have found their market ina state 
of collapse, and there remained 
nothing for it but to dismiss em- 
|ployes, cut down the working 
\time, or reduce the scale of pay. 
|Thus the ranks of the unemploy- 
ed are swelled by hundreds of 


|men who under any pormal condi-| 


j 


tions find ‘‘steady work”’ in skill- 
ed and technical occupations, 
But if work is scarce in the 
cities or some of them, there is no 
lack of it in the country. These 
lare busy times on the farm. There 
jis a wheat crop to be harvested, 
threshed and marketed that is eal- 


culated to run somewhat over 250 
million bushels. The yield of 


coayse grains promises to ,be in 
proportion. The farmer is now 


grappling with the gigantic task 
of taking care of the crop. 
He is using a vast amount 
of hired help in doing _ it. 
According to reports, he could 
juse a considerable propor- 
tion of the idle work power in 


the cities if that were available. 
Perhaps it might not be practic- 
able to transfer surplus labor from 
\the cities to the farms, and half 
of it would be of little use when 
it got there. J4ut none the less, 
the workless conditions in the 
cities must find relief in the busy 
conditions on the farm: That the 
farmer has work to do now 
means that the city wage-earner 
will have work to do after a while. 


The hope for better times in the} 


industrial and commercial realms 
rests upon the prospects of the 
{return from the crop. When the 
grain gets moviny out freely and 
the money to pay for it is coming 
back in a flood, there should be 
new life along the counters in the 
retail stores, therefore a stimulus 
|to trade generaily, to manufac- 
{ture, and to employment 

If, for the time, the industrial 
conditions are ont of joint it is 
not because the greatest factor in 
|the situation has suffered disaster, 
|The great source of the nation’s 
jincome has not failed. The farm 
is restoring the buying power o 
ithe public, and filling the national 
purse out of which wages are 
paid. If there is cause to appre- 
hend that ‘ndnstrial conditions 
may in certain respects and certain 
|loealities grow worse as 
comes on, there is solid reason to 
suppose ihat the condition of 
things thy country over must take 
|a decided turn for the better be- 
|fore another Labor Day dawns.
